I  am  honored  to  have  the  opportunity,  in  this  issue  of  Leaves,  to  share 
news  about  academic  accomplishments  and  growth  at  the  College. 

Recently,  we  learned  of  our  reaccreditation  from  the  Commission  on 
Institutions  of  Higher  Education/NEASC.  The  reviewers  praised  Lasell  for 
Its  quality  and  stature,  its  signature  educational  philosophy  (Connected 
Learning)  and  its  excellence  in  assessment  and  planning. 

This  Summer,  we  will  triple  our  undergraduate  online  course  offerings 
to  18.  And  our  graduate  programs  continue  to  grow,  with  student 
enrollment  now  at  350-plus.  This  Fall,  we  plan  to  roll  out  an  expanded 
Hospitality  program  with  majors  in  Hospitality  Management,  Event 
Management,  and  Resort  and  Casino  Management. 

Our  faculty  members  continue  to  make  their  mark  as  leaders  in  their 
fields  with  publications,  exhibits  and  national  and  international 
professional  presentations  (see  Off  the  Shielf,  page  10).  In  this  issue, 
you'll  hear  from  one  of  them,  Aaron  Toffler,  director  of  the  College's 
Environmental  Studies  Program  and  associate  professor  of  Environmental  Policy  (page  28),  who  says, 
"Lasell  students  are  committed  to  action  that  makes  the  world  a  better  place."  The  action  he  speaks  of 
perfectly  echoes  our  Connected  Learning  philosophy  and  dedication  to  public  service. 


Case  in  Point:  The  Prison  Pups  Research  Program.  This  project  explores  the  impact  of  the  NEADS 
(National  Education  Assistance  Dogs  Services)  program  at  the  Massachusetts  Correctional  Institution 
for  women  at  Framingham.  A  team  of  Lasell  students  worked  on-site,  gathered  data  and  generated 
a  research  report  documenting  the  program's  impact  for  facility  officials.  A  learning  experience  for  all.

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Lucie  Salhany  to  Address  Graduates 


Media  executive  Lucie  Salhany,  who 
made  history  as  the  first  woman  to 
head  a  broadcasting  network  when 
she  was  appointed  chairwoman  of  Fox 
Broadcasting  in  1993,  will  deliver  the 
Commencement  address  for  Lasell 
College  on  Sunday,  May  1 9.  Salhany  will 
also  receive  an  honorary  doctorate  of 
humane  letters. 

During  her  tenure  at  Fox,  Salhany 
guided  the  expansion  of  the  nation's 
then-newest  network  from  four  nights- 
a-week  to  seven,  brought  popular  shows 
such  as  The  X  Files  to  air  and  negotiated 
Fox's  first  National  Football  League  (NFL) 
broadcast  contract.  Before  joining  Fox, 
Salhany  was  the  head  of  Paramount's 
syndication  division  where  she  oversaw 
a  string  of  first-run  hits  including 
Entertainment  Toniglit  and  Star  Trel<: 
Tlie  Next  Generation.  Following  her  stint 


at  Fox,  Salhany  went  on  to  launch 
United  Paramount  Network  (UPN) 
and  later  became  a  co-founder  and 
managing  partner  of  Echo  Bridge 
Entertainment,  a  New  England-based 
independent  film  distributor. 

"Lucie  is  a  wonderful  example  to  all  of 
our  students  how  hard  work,  creativity 
and  perseverance  can  lead  to 
professional  success, "Lasell  President 
Michael  B.  Alexander  says.  "I  have  no 
doubt  she  will  have  inspiring  thoughts 
to  share  with  what  will  be  the  largest 
graduating  class  in  Lasell's  history." 

More  recently,  Salhany  has  served 
on  the  board  of  directors  of  Hewlett 
Packard  and  as  a  trustee  at  Boston's 
Emerson  College.  Throughout  her 
career,  she  has  received  numerous 
awards  including  the  HELP  Humanitarian 
Award,  the  Silver  Circle  Award  from  the

and  the 
Silver 
Satellite 

Award  from  American  Women  in  Radio 
and  Television.  She  was  the  first  woman 
to  receive  the  Sherrill  Corwin 
Humanitarian  Award  from  the  American 
Jewish  Committee.  Salhany  has  been 
an  adjunct  professor  at  Lasell,  teaching 
Entertainment  Media  in  the 
Communications  Department,  and  serves 
on  the  President's  Advisory  Council. 

Born  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  she  attended 
Kent  State  University,  is  married  to 
restaurateur  John  Polcari  and  has  two 
sons,  Hal  and  Jake,  Lasell  Class  of  2012.

Where  The  Classroom  Is  The  Real  World 
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Growing  up  in  modest  surroundings  in 
Manhasset,  NY  on  Long  Island, 
Kathleen  O'Connor  was  expected  to  go 
to  college — but  her  surprisingly  random 
path  to  choosing  a  school  was  both 
instructive  and  foundational  as  she 
shaped  a  career  in  higher  education. 

Her  desire  to  support  students  may 
have  been  sparked  by  Sister  Athanasius 
— the  quasi  high  school  guidance 
counselor  who  rejected  young 
O'Connor's  first  three  ideas  for  study 
after  graduation  (Math — not  for 
women,  History — too  dry,  Physical 
Education — not  appropriate  for  the 
long  term). 

Feeling  a  little  discouraged,  the  high 
school  senior  accompanied  her  best 
friend  home  after  school  where  a  pile 
of  college  catalogs  awaited  them.  She 
picked  the  one  on  top  of  the  pile  [Regis 
College],  which  her  friend  had  visited. 

"She  said  they  liked  it,  [and]  I  liked 
that  it  wasn't  close  to  home,"  says 
O'Connor.  The  friend's  mother  even 
filled  out  the  application  for  her. 

It  turned  out  to  be  a  good  fit,  and 
the  small  college  empowered  her  to 
take  a  leadership  role. 

"Students  can  get  very  bad  or  very 
good  advice  [about  college];  some  are 
very  smart  but  get  a  late  start,"  says 
the  Regis  alum.  "It  always  comes  down 
to  making  the  college  name  well- 
known  enough  so  that  when  someone 
says,  'Have  you  heard  of  it?,'  someone 
else  can  say  'Yes,  I  have.'" 

Following  college,  O'Connor  tried  on 
several  adventures  for  size  including  a 
two-year  stint  on  the  crew  (mostly

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male)  of  a  luxury  European  cruise  ship, 
submitted  an  application  to  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation  and  considered 
law  school.  But  the  idea  of  working  with 
students  beckoned. 

Fast-forward  past  O'Connor's  varied 
career  turns  in  and  outside  of  higher  ed, 
an  M.Ed  from  Lesley  College  and  an  Ed.D 
from  University  of  Massachusetts-Boston, 
to  a  26-year  career  at  Lasell,  where  she 
consistently  trumpets  support  for 
undergraduates  and  graduates  alike. 

"What  makes  Lasell  special  is  the  student 
focus,"  O'Connor  tells  leaves. 

Shortly  after  her  arrival  in  1987,  O'Connor 
became  known  as  a  fixer. 

As  dean  of  Admissions  and  Financial  Aid, 
she  saw  applications  rise — but  working  with 
students  was  still  more  appealing.  So,  when 
the  dean  of  Student  Affairs  position  opened 
up,  she  snatched  it.  Admissions,  however, 
still  needed  attention. 

"There  was  a  real  sense  that  it  was  time 
to  make  this  place  move,"  remembers 
O'Connor,  who  held  both  positions 
simultaneously  for  a  period  until  she  moved 
fully  into  Enrollment  Management  in  1995. 

Helping  Lasell  raise  its  profile  meant 
change — from  a  two-year  to  a  four-year 
college  and  later,  from  a  women's  to  a  co-ed 
institution.  It  also  meant  the  administrators 
needed  to  be  resolute  that  the  changes  were 
right  for  Lasell.  O'Connor  took  special  care 
during  those  transitions  to  consult  with 
students  and  visit  them  in  their  residence 
halls  to  discuss  the  issues. 

Throughout  the  years,  Lasell's  current  vice 
president  for  Enrollment  Management  has 
made  it  her  mantra  to  advance  Lasell  and  its 
students.  But  her  favorite  memories  revolve 


around  times  when  she  supported  a  student  directly — whether  urging  a 
student  to  recognize  her  leadership  potential  or  helping  to  address  a 
substance  abuse  problem. 

"The  most  rewarding  times  are  at  Commencement,  when  you  know  what 
they  have  overcome  to  get  that  degree,  and  they  still  walk  across  that 
stage,"  she  says. 

Those  graduation  ceremonies  span  several  decades  for  O'Connor — from 
when  400  students  roamed  the  campus  and  a  handshake  was  as  good  as 
a  promise — to  today,  where  a  growing  number  of  undergraduate  and 
graduate  students  can  read  tweets  from  Boomer,  the  College's  mascot. 

O'Connor's  most  distinctive  legacy  may  be  her  sense  of  Lasell's  history, 
her  institutional  memory 

Beyond  her  hobbies,  which  include  Caper — the  lovable  Golden  Retriever 
who  sits  at  her  feet — to  gardening  at  her  Needham  home,  O'Connor  is 
widely  known  on  campus  as  one  who  remembers  everything  about  Lasell. 
And,  if  she  doesn't,  she'll  find  out! 

This  sense  of  pride  also  radiates  to  her  regular  care  and  feeding 
of  the  campus  and  its  students — whether  serving  them  pancakes  at 
Midnight  Breakfast,  planting  new  trees  or  picking  up  candy  wrappers 
from  the  sidewalk. 

"I  believe  you  need  to  own  the  place,"  she  says.  "Lasell  pays  attention  to 
the  important  things." 


Where  The  Classroom  Is  The  Real  World

of  Sonjia  Williams'  fascination  with  fabric, 
clothes  and  fashion  design. 


As  a  youngster  growing  up  in  Boston's  Dorchester 
neighborhood,  a  precocious  Sonjia  learned  to  sew  at  age 
12  and  never  looked  back.  The  mischievous  seamstress  soon 
"borrowed"  fabncs  from  her  mom  and  refashioned  her 
sister's  skirts  into  her  own  designs. 

"I  have  never  wanted  to  do  anything  else  in  my  life,  it  was 
always  what  I  wanted  to  do,"  says  Williams,  who  last  Fall 
became  a  national  fashion  sensation  during  her  appearance 
on  Season  10  of  Lifetime  TV's  Project  Runway. 

Williams,  who  ranked  respectably  as  one  of  the  last 
designers  to  be  voted  off  the  show,  was  followed  closely  each 
week  by  former  Lasell  Fashion  professors,  young  Fashion 
majors  and  fashion-forward  staff  on  her  alma  mater's 
campus.  For  weeks  on  end,  the  community  was  delighted  to 
see  Williams  win  design  challenge  after  challenge  and  calmly 
navigate  the  divas  of  the  Project  Runway  cast. 

All  the  while  Williams  consistently  produced  quality 
designs — garnering  praise  from  accomplished  American 
designer  and  Project  /?uni/vay  judge  Michael  Kors  and  winning 
a  coveted  contest  to  design  a  baby  outfit  to  be  sold  by 
Babies-R-Us. 

"Sonjia  was  always  very  serious  about  her  work  here  at 
Lasell.  She  would  go  above  and  beyond  to  create  the  best 
and  highest-quality  designs,"  says  Lasell  Fashion  Department 
Chair  Lynn  Blake,  who  admits  she  watched  all  the  Project 
Runway  episodes  with  a  box  of  tissues  nearby.  "She  made  us 
so  proud." 

Williams  made  her  way  to  Lasell  following  a  one-month 
experience  at  New  York  City's  Wood  Tobe-Coburn  School  ("I 
immediately  knew  I  wanted  to  transfer")  and  discovered  the 
special  atmosphere  and  intimacy  of  Lasell's  campus. 

"It  was  a  small  school,  and  I  knew  I  wouldn't  be  just 
another  number,"  she  says. 

It  was  on  the  Auburndale  campus  where  she  made  lifelong 
friends,  honed  her  sewing  and  pattern-making  skills,  and 
defined  her  design  aesthetic.

"It  was  important  for  me  that  I  didn't  just  make  clothes  for  an 
assignment,"  she  tells  Leaves.  "\  wanted  to  create  things  that 
would  help  me  evolve  as  a  designer." 

During  long  nights  of  sewing  in  Yamawaki,  Williams 
hatched  her  future  fashion  plans  including  a  tryout  for  Project 
Runway  (as  a  junior). That  first  tryout  set  the  stage  for  the 
callback  that  came  last  Spring  for  Season  10  of  the  hit 
series— at  just  the  right  time.  She  quickly  left  her  retail  job  to 
begin  filming  for  the  show,  which  aired  in  August  201 2. 

Now,  with  the  rewarding  experience  of  Project  Runway 
behind  her,  Williams  remains  on  the  fashion  radar  with  her 
new  Project  /?uni/vay-related  blog  for  Lord  &  Taylor,  in  addition 
to  her  well-read  blog,  "Haute  and  Low."  More  recently,  she 
landed  a  creative  director  position  at  Annabelle  New  York  (an 
upscale  boutique  design  firm) — where  she  will  design  a  line  of 
coats  and  jackets  under  her  own  special  label. 

Reflecting  on  the  total  experience,  perhaps  what  makes  her 
smile  the  most  is  that  she  remained  true  to  herself  throughout 
the  process  and  showed  the  world  that  a  fashion  designer 
need  not  come  from  Fashion  Institute  of  Technology  or 
Parsons  The  New  School  for  Design  to  succeed. 

"I  think  it  is  important  to  find  your  own  way.  If  it  is 
something  you  are  really  passionate  about,  then  don't  give 
up.  If  it  means  moving  to  New  York  or  LA  to  find  the 
opportunities,  do  that.  Don't  just  wait  for  them  to  come 
to  you."

A  home-schooled  sixth  grader 
with  a  love  for  early-edition  books, 
AdIer  set  about  to  borrow  the 
oldest  edition  he  could  find  of 
Mark  Twain's  The  Prince  and  the 
Pauper  within  the  Minuteman 
Library  Network  last  Fall.  The 
network  connects  town  libraries 
from  Cambridge  to  Newton  and 
beyond —  including  Lasell's 
Brennan  Library. 

Through  an  inter-library  loan,  AdIer 
received  what  he  thought  was  a 
1940  edition  of  the  volume.  But  it 
was  much  more. 

He  soon  realized  that  despite  its 
1940s  cover,  the  inside  was  actually 
a  first  edition — from  1882. 


After  conducting  further  research, 
AdIer  and  his  parents  contacted 
Brennan  Library  staff  to  schedule  a 
meeting  to  present  his  case  for  taking 
the  book  out  of  circulation  and 
giving  it  a  permanent  home  in  the 
Winslow  Archives. 

"Gabriello  gave  an  impressive  and 
convincing  presentation,"  says  Lydia 
Sampson,  head  of  Technical  Library 
Services.  "He  explained  what  he 
knew  about  the  book's  history,  the 
evidence  supporting  his  belief  that 
we  owned  a  first  edition,  sources  for 
us  to  refer  to  and  his  proposal — that 
we  remove  the  book  from  the 
circulating  collection  to  preserve  it 
and  protect  it  from  damage."

Lasell's  Archivist  Bobbie 
Sproat  to  revisit  her 
previous  research 
about  Twain's  link  to 
the  College.

Sproat  confirmed  that  the  Lasell  Seminary  Class  of  1904  had 
invited  Mark  Twain  to  be  an  "honorary  member"  of  the 
class — a  long-standing  tradition  at  the  time.  Also,  Twain's 
autographed  photo  was  displayed  in  the  school's  1904 
yearbook  as  well  as  in  class  photographs. 


"The  College's  connections  in  its  early  years  are 
mpressive,  and  Gabriello  helped  us  uncover  one," 
says  Sproat. 

Because  of  this  connection  and  Adier's  research,  the 
volume  has  a  new  home  in  the  Winslow  Archives  on 
Brennan  Library's  second  floor. 

In  its  place  in  regular  circulation  will  be  a  newer,  less 
valuable  edition  of  The  Prince  and  the  Pauper — 
recommended  by  AdIer — that  includes  some  of  those 
early  illustrations  that  he  favors  so  much.

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"My  interest  in  archives  stems  from  a  graduate  course 
I  took  at  the  University  of  Rhode  Island  on  archival  theory. 
I  was  hooked  on  archives  after  that,"  says  Niestepski. 
"The  Winslow  Archives  at  Lasell  are  a  rich  source  of 
information  and,  with  the  recent  digitization,  the  whole 
Lasell  community  has  access."

"As  a  writing  instructor,  I  was  especially  interested  to  read 
pieces  in  Leaves  where  students  wrote  about  the  struggles 
they  faced  with  writing — choosing  a  topic,  finding  the  right 
language  to  express  their  thoughts,  procrastinating — 
struggles  that  are  the  same  for  today's  students,"  she  adds. . 


Niestepski  presented  her  findings  and  research  in 
March  at  the  Conference  on  College  Composition 
and  Communication  in  Las  Vegas  and  also  shared 
the  information  with  her  Lasell  short  story  class  and 
a  group  of  faculty  and  staff  on  campus. 


The  digitization  effort  came  about  after  Lasell's  Winslow 
Archives  was  selected  last  year  to  participate  in  the 
digitization  project  administered  by  the  Boston  Public 
Library  and  Digital  Commonwealth.  That  projects  scans 
selected  documents  for  public  access  in  the  Internet 
Archive,  a  non-profit  organization  founded  to  build  an 
Internet  library  offering  "permanent  access  for  researchers, 
historians,  scholars,  people  with  disabilities  and  the  general 
public  to  historical  collections  that  exist  in  digital  format."

HHLasell's  Athletic  Training  and  Exercise  Science 
Program  is  on  the  cusp  of  something  big. 

A  little  more  than  10  years  ago,  the  College  was 
building  the  department,  developing  curriculum  and 
looking  to  recruit  more  students. 

Today,  under  the  leadership  of  Department  Chair 
and  Associate  Professor  Cristina  Haverty,  the  academic 
discipline  recently  set  an  incoming  student  record,  has 
student  interns  at  Harvard,  local  pro  trainer  Mike  Boyle 
Strength  and  Conditioning,  and  is  looking  to  add  a 
graduate  program  by  2014-1 5. 

"The  goal  has  been  to  get  students  to  come  here 
because  it  is  their  number-one  choice,"  says  Haverty. 
"Now,  it's  about  this  exciting  future  [here  at  Lasell]  with 
new  faculty  and  student  opportunities.  The  students  want 
to  come  here,  and  we  want  to  help  them  be  the  best  they 
can  be." 

The  recent  five-year  accreditation  by  the  Commission 
on  Accreditation  of  Allied  Health  Education  Programs 
(CAAHEP)  of  the  Exercise  Science  Program  and  10-year 
re-accreditation  of  the  Athletic  Training  Program  by  the 
Commission  on  Accreditation  of  Athletic  Training 
Education  (CAATE)  give  fuel  to  the  department's  fire. 

"Achieving  both  accreditations  was  monumental  for  the 
department,"  says  Haverty.  "It's  all  part  of  the  excitement. 
The  students  feel  the  buzz." 

Since  her  arrival  at  Lasell  in  2000  from  MIT  where  she 
coordinated  the  Sports  Medicine  program,  Haverty  has 
brought  a  high  level  of  energy  and  excitement  that  has 
helped  attract  students  to  the  program.

"Under  Cris'  leadership,  these  progranns  have  grown 
steadily,  not  to  mention  the  excellent  faculty  she's 
recruited,"  says  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs  Jim 
Ostrow.  "The  students  also  benefit  tremendously  from  her 
own  professional  expertise  as  an  athletic  trainer  to 
elite  athletes." 

After  finishing  her  clinical  practice  and  graduate  work 
at  Boston  University,  Haverty  came  to  Lasell  with  plans  for 
growing  a  department  and  anticipation  for  working 
directly  with  students. 

"I  always  knew  I  wanted  to  lead  a  department,  but  I 
also  loved  being  on  the  field  or  the  ice.  I'm  a  clinician  at 
heart,"  she  says. 

Earlier  in  her  career  she  was  head  athletic  trainer  for 
the  US  Youth  Soccer's  Region  1  Olympic  Development 
Program  for  Girls  Soccer  and  was  an  athletic  trainer  for 
the  US  Soccer  Federation  until  2010. 

Keeping  up  on  best  practices,  she  endeavors  to  have 
one  foot  on  the  athletic  field,  taking  three  or  four  training 
jobs  a  year,  despite  a  hectic  teaching  schedule  and 
managing  a  department. 

But  her  real  love  is  working  with  students. 


Often  a  line  of  students  forms  out  her  office  door,  and 
Haverty  makes  time  for  them  all. 

"I  just  can't  say  no  when  it  comes  to  them.  You  just 
don't  know  who  needs  your  attention  most,  so  we  try  to 
create  a  community,"  Haverty  adds.

And  when  she's  not  giving  her  time  to  Lasell's 
undergraduates,  she's  part  of  a  bustling  household  that 
includes  three  children  under  the  age  of  1 0  and  a  very 
devoted  husband  (he's  with  the  kids  as  needed,  she  says). 

That  support  enables  her  to  focus  squarely  on  a  very 
bright  future  for  Athletic  Training  and  Exercise  Science 
at  Lasell. 

"I'm  excited  about  collaborating  with  my  colleagues 
to  develop  a  vision  that  positions  Lasell  College  as  a  leader 
in  Athletic  Training  and  Exercise  Science  education," 
says  Haverty 
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For  many  high  school  seniors, 
a  looming  rite  of  passage  is  to 
research,  apply  and  decide  on 
where  to  attend  college.  The  pictures 
of  the  campus  in  the  viewbook  are 
stunning,  and  the  students  in  the  photos 
all  look  very  happy.  But  leaving  home, 
the  prospect  of  living  with  a  stranger 
and  adjusting  to  a  new  community  can 
cause  trepidation  even  in  the  most  self- 
aware  and  confident  of  students. 
Adjusting  to 
college  life  and 
making  a  new 
set  of  lifelong 
friends  is 
serious  business. 

There  is 
no  instruction 
booklet  for  going 
off  to  college. 
Students  learn 
quickly,  however, 
that  the  time  they 
spend  in  the 
classroom  is  only 
one  part  of 
the  college 
experience — 
especially  if  living 
on  campus.  On  a 
small  campus  like 
Lasell's,  students 
become  members 
of  a  community.  And  what  happens  if  a 
peer  demonstrates  behavior  unbecoming 
a  young  adult?  If  someone  vandalizes 
school  property,  do  students  turn  their 
backs  or  report  it  to  an  administrator?  If 
students  encounter  uncivil  behavior,  is  it 
ignored  or  is  it  dished  back?

Those  were  questions  raised  at  a 
Lasell  Student  Government  Association 
(SGA)  meeting  back  in  late  Fall  2009, 
where  President  Michael  B.  Alexander 
and  Vice  President  for  Student  Affairs 
Diane  Austin  were  invited  guests. 
When  asked  for  advice  on  addressing 
incivility  on  campus,  Alexander  made 
it  clear  that  having  the  Senior 
Management  Team  determine 
sanctions  for  such  behavior  was  not 
the  solution.  He 
told  SGA  that 
the  students 
themselves 
were  the  ones 
best  able 
to  influence 
student  culture. 

In  Spring 
2010,  SGA 
members  were 
invited  to  a 
conference  at 
nearby  Mt.  Ida 
College  where 
they  learned 
about  other 
schools'  "value 
statements." 

And  that  is 
where  the  idea  of 
"Lasell  College's 
Values  to  Live  By 
(For  the  Students,  By  the  Students)" 
was  born. 

SGA  Officers  Kevin  Moloney  '14 
and  Carrie  Kenniston  '13  soon  began 
developing  a  campus-wide  values 
campaign  to  increase  civility  on 
campus — not  rules  or  laws,  but 


promoting  a  way  of  life  for  students 
at  Lasell.  The  initiative  was  gently 
introduced  during  "Civility  Week"  in 
Spring  201 1  and  more  assertively  at 
"Random  Acts  of  Kindness  Day" 
during  Spirit  Week  in  Spring  2012. 

"In  the  last  two  years,  the  Student 
Government  Association  has  taken  on 
the  task  of  addressing  the  issue  of 
civility,"  Vice  President  Austin  says, 
adding,  "They  have  worked  to  shine 
a  light  on  that  issue  and  to  spark 
conversation  and  action  consistent 
with  the  ideals  of  a  civil  community." 

Six  students — a  few  now  alums — 
(Kevin  Moloney  '14,  Carrie  Kenniston 
'13,  Holly  Irvin  '13,  Kasey  Looney  '12, 
Alexandra  Ferri  '14  and  Lara  Kineavy 
'12)  worked  on  the  initiative  resulting 
in  six  "Values  to  Live  By:"  the  golden 
rule,  respect,  accepting  differences, 
maturity,  random  acts  of  kindness 
and  commitment. 

"We  didn't  want  to  force  it  on 
people,"  Moloney  tells  Leaves.  "We 
always  wanted  it  to  be  a  student 
movement,  not  an  enforcement  issue." 
Today  the  six  values  are  framed  and 
hanging  in  strategic  spots  on  campus, 
and  stickers  adorn  books,  computers, 
dorm  room  doors  and  walls.  SGA 
continues  to  look  for  ways  to  spread 
the  word  about  the  "Values"  in 
Residential  Life,  with  peer  advisors, 
and  athletics,  to  name  a  few. 

So  the  $64,000  question  is— Did  the 
awareness  campaign  work?  Has  it 
impacted  civility  on  campus? 

"It  is  difficult  to  prove  what,  if  any, 
impact  'Lasell  College  Values  to  Live  By' 
has  had  on  campus,  but  I  believe  it  has 
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had  a  positive  effect  on  how 
students  treat  each  other," 
comments  President  Alexander. 
"It  seems  to  me  that  the  level  of 
courtesy  has  gone  up  appreciably 
with  people  invariably  holding  doors 
for  each  other,  saying  'please'  and 
'thank  you'  and  'hello'  as  they  walk 
by.  These  may  seem  like  small 
things,  but  they  are  indicators  of 
the  kind  of  community  that  is 
emerging  here." 

Alexander  adds,  "I  used  to  get 
numerous  complaints  every  year 
about  individuals  feeling  socially 
ostracized  and  about  the 
prevalence  of  cliques.  I  am  sure 
those  problems  still  exist,  as  they 
would  in  any  crowded  universe 
like  a  college  campus,  but  I  have 
now  gone  two  years  without  j 
hearing  one  such  complaint." 

In  a  recent  SGA-conducted  I 
student  survey  to  determine 
whether  the  "Values"  are  working,  the 
responses  were  uniformly  enthusiastic: 

•  "The  'Values'  were  created  to  serve 
as  a  constant  reminder  that  everyone 
deserves  to  be  respected  and  valued 
as  a  person,  not  only  here,  but  in 
their  own  communities  as  well." 

•  "I  do  believe  that  the  'Values'  have 
been  effective  in  promoting  unity 
on  campus." 

•  "I  have  been  making  friends  with 
people  who  I  would  never  have 
talked  to  before." 

And  Mairead  Van  Heest,  Sodexo 
general  manager,  concurs.  "My 
experience  with  the  students  this 
year  has  been  very  positive,"  she  tells 
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Values  Ambassadors:  Carrie  Kenniston  '13  (bottom).  Holly  Irvin  '  13, 
Kevin  Moloney  '14  and  Alexandra  Ferri  '14  (top). 


leaves.  "They  always  send  thank-you 
notes  when  we  have  catered  an  event 
for  them.  And  this  year  the  students 
have  been  taking  better  care  of  the 
dining  hall." 

In  a  message  to  the  College 
community  last  Fall,  SGA  President 
Kenniston  wrote,  "We  hope  that  by 
showcasing  these  "Values,"  students 
will  follow  them  during  their  time  at 
Lasell  and  after  they  graduate." 


Perhaps  one  of  the  undergraduates 
surveyed  summed  it  up  best.  "Every 
community  should  have  a  set  of  values 
to  live  by.  College  is  no  different.  And 
even  more  important  is  to  have  a  set  of 
values  because  we  enter  Lasell  as 
complete  strangers,  but  if  we  are  civil 
and  unified  with  one  another,  then  we 
will  leave  as  a  family."

Alexander  Hugh  Mill  '13  started  playing  volleyball  at 
Timberlane  Regional  High  School  in  Danville,  New  Hampshire 
"as  a  joke,"  he  says.  Once  he'd  been  named  2008  New 
Hampshire  Player  of  the  Year,  however,  the  joke  was  soon  on 
his  opponents.  Watching  his  strapping  6'3"  frame  dominate 
the  collegiate  net,  it's  hard  to  imagine  Mill  was  a  mere  5'1 "  as 
a  freshman  high  school  player  His  diminutive  size  forced  him 
to  "constantly  adapt"  his  playing  style,  he  says,  making  him 
the  flexible,  confident  outside  hitter  he  is  today. 

The  senior  Marketing  major,  with  a  minor  in  Law  and 
Business,  is  captain  of  the  Lasell  Men's  Volleyball  Team  for  the 
second  year  in  a  row.  A  serious  team  player,  his  personal 
athletic  successes  have  been  numerous:  He  has  twice  been  a 
member  of  the  GNAC  All-Sportsman  Team,  named  201 1 
GNAC  Player  of  the  Week,  named  to  the  201 1  MIT  Invitational 
All-Tournament  Team  and  received  the  TOP  GPA  award  in  the 
NECVA  Conference  Tournament  in  201 1 . 

Coach  Tom  Olson  praises  Mill  as  "a  true  leader"  and 
goes  on  to  say  "I  have  known  Alex  since  he  joined  the 
team  as  a  freshman,  and  he  has  grown  in  his  leadership 
roles  both  on  and  off  the  court."  The  coach  adds  he  was 
not  surprised  Mill  was  named  captain  of  his  Lasell  team  for 
two  consecutive  seasons.

■  In  1944,  when  FDR's  campaign 
limousine  made  its  way  down 
Boston's  Blue  Hili  Avenue,  Helen 
Berow  was  there,  waving. 
(  In  1998,  when  her  son,  David, 
was  first  elected  mayor  of  Newton, 
MA,  Helen  Berow  Cohen  was  on  the 
steps  of  Newton  City  Mali,  waving. 
These  days  when  she  waves 
goodbye  to  her  son,  it's  from 
her  Lasell  Village  apartment. 
And  she's  likely  to  be  rushing  off 
to  a  class. 

Like  most  adult  children,  David 
Cohen  was  concerned  about  his 
widowed  mother  when  the  time 
came  for  her  to  move  from  the 
Newton  Centre  home  where  she'd 
raised  him  and  his  brother,  Jerold,  a 
Florida  gastroenterologist.  And,  like 
most  offspring  of  Lasell  Village 
residents,  David  has  happily  put 
those  concerns  to  rest. 

"The  supportive  human 
interaction  that  Mom  so  enjoys  is 
supplied  in  ample  amounts  by  her 
new  friends  at  the  Village,"  he  tells 
Leaves.  "The  Village  is  a  testament 
to  the  fact  that  even  if  you've  lived  a 
lot  of  years,  you  can  still  be  very 
much  a  part  of  life.  In  fact,  it  is 
because  of  those  years  that  each 
Village  resident  brings  a  unique 
perspective  to  the  community.  And  it 
is  enriching  for  people  of  all  ages  to 
experience  those  perspectives." 

That  healthy  mix  is  what  David, 
his  wife,  Laura,  and  Helen  herself 
agree  is  "the  Village's  greatest 
strength  and  strongest  selling 
point."  And  what  sealed  the  deal 
for  the  family  to  choose  it  over 
other  senior  living  facilities  they 
were  considering. 

A  Dorchester  native  who  grew  up 
"playing  tennis  at  Franklin  Field  and 
taking  Saturday  classes  at  the  MFA," 


Helen  Cohen  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Massachusetts  College  of  Art  who  has 
never  stopped  creating.  Her  handsome 
graphite,  Chinese  ink,  pastel  and 
watercolor  works  line  her  sunny 
Seminary  Avenue  apartment,  along 
with  photographs  of  her  three 
grandchildren  and  four  great- 
grandchildren. Though  modest  about 
her  own  talent,  the  spirited  arts 
enthusiast  is  always  eager  to  discuss 
art  and  culture,  and  to  learn  more.

Aaron  Toffler's  path  from  pro  bono  legal  work  on  Boston's  city  streets  to 
Lasell's  leafy  campus  is  less  long  and  winding  than  at  first  glance.  The 
director  of  the  College's  Environmental  Studies  Program  and  associate 
^professor  of  Environmental  Policy  has  spent  the  majority  of  his 

professional  legal  career  representing  nonprofit  organizations  and  public 
^agencies  in  urban  environments. 

At  Lasell  since  2009,  Toffler  teaches  Environmental  Law  and  Policy, 
Introduction  to  Environmental  Studies  and  Environmental  Ethics  and 
Justice,  all  tied  to  his  off-campus  work  on  community  issues  around  land 
use,  open  space  and  development.  And  his  expertise  as  an  environmental 
attorney  in  private  practice  lends  powerful  credibility  to  his  multiple  roles 
as  a  community  representative,  negotiator  among  diverse  stakeholders 
and  legal  advocate. 

Toffler  is  a  former  director  of  the  Natural  Cities  Program  at  the  Urban 
Ecology  Institute,  a  nonprofit  organization  based  at  Boston  College,  and 
holds  a  BA  in  economics  and  French  from  Union  College  and  a  JD  from  BC 
Law  School. 

The  Woodbridge,  CT  native  lives  in  Needham,  MA  with  his  wife, 
Deborah,  director  of  patient  and  family  services  and  programs  at  Boston's 
Dana  Farber  Cancer  Institute,  and  their  two  young  sons.  Leaves  caught  up 
with  the  popular  professor  in  his  Maple  Terrace  office  in  early  Spring. 


How  did  you  wind  up  in 
academia?  When  I  was  a  third-year 
law  student  at  BC,  I  helped  teach  a 
section  of  Environmental  Law  to 
undergraduates.  I'd  never  felt  as 
energized  and  excited  about  practicing 
law  as  I  did  when  I  was  center-stage  in 
the  classroom.  That  feeling  persists  to 
this  day. 

Your  law  degree  must  be  a  plus. 

Absolutely.  I  find  Environmental  Law 
and  Policy  very  difficult  to  teach  at  the 
undergraduate  level.  It's  complicated, 
and  every  question  leads  to  more 
questions.  Reading  through  actual  cases 
helps  to  humanize  the  situations  that 
we  study. 

Who  are  your  heroes?  Currently, 
Bill  McKibben  and  Michael  Pollan. 
What's  on  your  night  table?  Clean 
by  Alejandro  Junger,  MD  and  Breasts  by 
Florence  Williams  [who  spoke  at  Lasell 
in  March  2013]. 

What  are  your  non-academic 
passions?  I  love  to  fish  and  camp  and 
can't  wait  to  share  those  activities  with 
my  boys.  I'm  also  learning  to  play  the 
guitar  for  the  same  reason. 
Does  Connected  Learning  impact 
your  teaching  style?  Connected 
Learning  allows  me  to  take  dense 
and  difficult  subjects  and  let  students 
interact  with  them  in  a  way  that 
enhances  their  learning.  It  encourages 
students  to  figure  out  their  own 
questions  as  they  confront  issues, 
rather  than  listen  to  me  lecture. 
Is  Environmental  Studies  a 
'real-world'  choice?  Yes.  I  have 
been  a  relentless  advocate  for  students 
to  declare  either  a  major  or  a  minor  in 
Environmental  Studies,  because  I  truly 
believe  there  is  nothing  more  important 
for  them  to  know.  I  think  it  is  a  nice 
complement  to  almost  any  other  major 
at  Lasell  and  makes  students  more 
marketable  when  they  graduate. 
What's  best  about  teaching  at 
Lasell?  Our  students  want  to  be 
actively  engaged,  not  just  passive 
learners.  Life  is  about  doing,  and  Lasell 
students  are  committed  to  action  that 
makes  the  world  a  better  place.
